The President's invitation to a world conference to 
discuss the Rayburn inventions created a storm of 
European comment, particularly the one condition 
upon which Rayburn would agree to submit his in- 
ventions to international discussion and disposition. 
This one condition was his declared intention of with- 
holding two of his inventions, the nature of which 


evened, from consideration by the conter- 


All the European comments, both official and edi- 


torial, were significantly unanimous upon this point. 
They declared that no inventions should be withheld. 
To withhold any would be a reflection upon their in- 
tegrity; and for any nation to agree to this condition 
would be deeply humiliating te its honor as a nation. 

From these expressions, obviously inspired, it was 
evident that the United States would enter the confer- 


_ ence chamber with the world united against it. 


The President's answer, given in the form of an 
Was brief and to the point. 
Uniess the other nations agreed to this one condi- 
tioh théfe would be no conference. He explained 
Mr. Rayburn’s purpose in éxacting the condition. It 
was designed to compel the observance of’ the pact 
in @ proper spirit. No nation would dare turn the 
inventions to selfishly aggressive purposes if by doing 
so it would ‘risk annihilation by the two mysteriously 
withheld inventions. 

“I do not know.” stated the President, “the nature 
of these two inventions. I am only aSsured by Mr. 
Rayburn that they are powerful 
human conception, and in view of what is already 
known of his amazing discoveries, I am convinced 
that he speaks with authority.” 

This answer, flashed to every land and printed in 
every language, had a sobering effect. In various 


ghancellories statesmen held serious council. They 


realized they had overplayed their hand. By demand- 
ing too much, they risked losing all. 

A more adroit campaign must be followed. Of 
first importance was the necessity of getting the 
United States in the conference chamber. That ac- 
complished, means might be discovered of gaining 
their ends. 

Their strategy must now be along lines of con- 


ciliation and praise. 

Instantly the whole tone of their comments and 
statements changed. A flood of editorials extolled 
the noble purposes of the United States. Premiers 
made glowing addresses giorifying the unselfish high-

carrying with it the title Sir Paul Rayburn; the medal 
of the Royal Scientific society, the honorary citizen- 
ship of London and other English municipalities. He 
was invited by personal note from the king to be the 
guest of the British nation—an exceptional distinction 
never before accorded an American. 

France was equally expressive. Rayburn was of- 


_ fered the Grand Cordon of the Legion of Honor and 


was made a citizen of Paris. The Sorbonne conferred 
upon him an honorary degree and, most remarkable 
of all, because without precedent, he was invited to 
accept honorary membership in the French academy. 

Each of the greatest nations showered him with 
honors. He was invited to come in person to receive 
the acclaim and homage of admiring millions. Every 
capital was planning the renaming of magnificent 
avenues in his honor. 

To these advances Rayburn sent his re- 
spectful acknowledgments and regrets. He declined 
all. Expressing his deepest appreciation, he was 
nevertheless firm in his intention to accept nothing 
until after the conclusion of the conference, if such 
a conference ever was held. 

His attitude created a profound sensation. To find 
an American proof against this form of European 
flattery was unprecedented. Statesmen looked at one 
another, shrugged their shoulders, and rubbed their 


eyes to assure themselves they not dreaming. 


It was utterly beyond their comprehension. 

Their respect for Rayburn instantly rose. “He is 
not only a great man but he is a very great man!” 
they exclaimed. ‘He cannot be fooled or cajoled.” 

“Our one hope lies in the conference table. That 
is where we are strong and the United States is weak. 
We may find the American delegates more susceptible 
to flattery.” Thus they reflected. “In the meantime 
there remains one more thing we may do.” @ 

This one thing speedily materialized. <A special 
emissary, acting unofficially and under the strictest 
secrecy, visited the President. 

“I am speaking with the highest authority,” he 
said, “‘but our conversation, for reasons of state 
which you will understand, must be kept secret "—~ 
noting the President’s brow contract, he added quick- 
ly—" for the present. It is our belief that the confer- 
ence should be limited to five of the largest nations, 
= leaders in world thought and ideals. It is our 

ll reasoned conviction that civilization will be best 
served if the Rayburn inventions are shared only by 
these five nations. Later we may admit other nations 
as they advance to our high standards of intelligence 
and responsibility.” He paused. “This must not be

Russo Only Witness. 

“This fellow Glenco was known as 
Young Tim Murphy,” he said. “We've 
got him now in the county jail. The 
only witness we had lined up for the 
murder of Elia was Russo. It might

Fiying always seems to me very 
much like shipping, and as it takes 
its place more and more in the eco 
nomic life of the country the analogy 
holds good. There are all kinds of 
ships suited to every purpose, and 80 
in the future there will be all kinds | 
of airplanes suited to every purpose.

Must Be Handled Carefully. 

There is a limit, of course, to fight- 
ing speed if a plane is to be ma- 
neuvered quickly. In fighting a pilot 
can stand only a certain rate of 
change in direction, such as coming 
out of a dive or a steep bank, before 
he goes temporarily blind from the 
centrifugal force. But military planes 
are now of many types, and there will 
probably be a very fast type of ship 
which can be used to dive at an op- 
ponent at 300 or 400 mfles an hour, 
but which must be pulled out of the 
dive carefully. 

But with all the spectacular achieve- 
ments which will come with the next 
few years, I am inclined to feel that 
the least exciting accomplishment will 
be the most important, and that is 
the foolproof plane. Designers ali 
over the world at present are focusing 
their efforts on this problem, so that 
the amateur pilot may take a plane 


inary weather. 

This question of automatic control 
was not so important until aviation 
became so popular that thousands of 
persons wanted to learn to fly. Most 
accidents are due not to failure of 
the plane or motor, but to an error 
in judgment on the part of the pilot. 
Low landing speeds and the ability 
to descend at a steep angle must be 
obtained by careful aerodynamic de- 
sign and by the utilization of radical 
changes in structure. Planes must 
be so built that they will not stall if 
the motor cuts out in taking off. 
Most of these improvements will be 
chiefly valuable to those who are tak- 
ing up aviation as a sport and not 
as a profession, but they will also be 
useful in commercial air transport. 

Importance of Safety.

MANDATORY ON 
MICHIGAN CODE 


‘Might Be Imposed for 
Insurance Violation. . 


Lansing, Mich., Oct. 18.—{Special.] 
—Michigan’s habitual criminal act, 
‘now under test in the case of Fred 
|}Palm, Lansing’s “pint of gin lifer,” 
provides a mandatory life sentence 
for the commission of four felonies 
and gives discretion to the sentencing 
judge, it was disclosed here today. 

The issue was raised by a pair of 
laws which. coupled, make a situa- 
tion peculiar to Michigan. The state 
has a habitual criminal law. Under 
it the fourth conviction of a felony, 
according to all law experts, makes 
}life sentence mandatory. The judge 
has no discretion in sentence.

Urges Use on Durability, 


Sasy Laying Basis. 


BY PUTNEY HAIGHT. 


After many years of research, lead- 
‘nc engineers of the country finally 
vcetermined certain standards for pave- 
ment. base. This base is’ fixed at 
about the equivalent of the qualities 
of the three foot stone 
in the old Roman roads. Without the 
buse it had been found, no surfacing 
material will produce a pavement 
that would gtand up under persent 
traffic conditions. 

The problem thus became the pro- 
duction’ of a base that would with- 
stand stresses and strains as well 
as the Roman type, but which would 
not require the vast amount of ma- 
terial used in those works. What the 
engineers were seeking, it must be 
considered, was a design that would 
hold up maximum traffic movement. 
Streets requiring surfacing for lighter 
volumes of traffic were not particu- 
arly the subject of study. 

_ Besides the strains and stressés of 
traffic there was also to be consid- 
ered the action of heat and cold, 
frost and water. 

Arrive at a Standard. 

Practically all engineeting authority 
has agreed that the best type of pave- 
ment must consist of, in part, a lower 
course of from six to ten inches of 
monolithic structure, depending upon 
the punishment it may be called upon 
to stand. 

Upen this base there may be placed 
a finishing surface of either smooth 
cement mixture or sheet asphalt. If 
the cement finish is used, the paving 
is done with one operation. If the 
«sphalt surface is used, then the top- 
ping is added after the materials in 
the base have set. ? 

There is still difference of engineer- 
ing opinion as to which type may be 
preferable. For modern road paving, 
however, engineers do not hold forth 


. MYuch encouragement to stone, wood 


or brick surfacing to. me@ modern 
fast and heavy traffic conditions. 
They do not argue that the latter 
cannot be constructed to bear the 
traffic, but contend that the cost of 
surfacing with the unit materials, all 
circumstances considered, is dispro 
portionately greater than either con- 
erete or asphalt.

‘Concrete engineers point out numer- 


and other testing sections were built. 

Thirty years ago one of the vital 
factors in pavement laying was the 
sojution of the problem of tearing it 
right up again to put in street car 
tracks, sewer lines, gas pipes, electric 
conduits, water service connections, 
and other underground work. City 
street authorities were shown that 
asphalt pavement could be replaced 
and repaired easier than other types. 
On this representation a great deal of 
asphalt was specified, and the result 
showed that there was plenty of dig- 
ging up of pavement for service pur- 
poses. The replacing and repairing, 
however, was quite uniformly evaded, 
and in the course of years the pave- 
ments became merely a series of 
bumps and depressions, or the 6ur- 
face fell apart entirely. 


Presents Attractive Appearance. 


When first laid, the asphalt street 
presented an attractive appearance. 
But for many years defects in work- 
manship resulted in the “rolling up” 
of the sheet asphalt and . crumbling 
away of the outer edges or at spots 
where holes were worn. . 

In later years, the asphalt trade as- 
serts, these construction defects have 
been overcome and modern asphaltic 
streets at least equal comcrete in dur- 
ability of surface. As to base, the 
asphalt interests have developed what 
is called “ black base,” a bituminous 
concrete, but in this part of the coun- 
try it is not causing much excite- 
ment. 
Under the title, “‘“Old Pavements 
Made New,” the Asphalt association 
recently issued a work setting forth 
that asphalt stood foremost as a ma- 
terial with which to salvage existi 
pavements. 

Less Blocking of Traffic. } 
Both in laying the original pave- 
ment and in doing repair work the 
asphalt operation is held by its ad- 
herents as less of an interference to 
traffic movement than operations with 
other materials. This claim is dis- 
puted. 
However, the asphalt engineers and 
salesmen are now concentrating on 
the proposition that all concrete high- 
ways should be surfaced with asphalt. 
They point out that California, fore- 
most road state, has laid sheet asphalt 
on 15 per cent of the state concrete 
system. 
“Asphalt engineers contend,” the 
association bulletin says, “that it ts 
false economy to omit the asphalt 
wearing course in the initial construc- 
tion, and that no more than ten years’ 
service under normal conditions can 
be hoped for from the unsurfaced con- 
crete before resurfacing is necessary.’ 


ous highways which have survived 
ten and even twenty years in excel- 
lent shape and do not now need re- 
surfacing. 
It may be a fact that the popular 
opinion that asphalt streets go to 
pieces under heavy traffic much more 
rapidly than concrete, is based on the 
fact that there is much more asphalt 
down than concrete; in cities, and the 
casual observer sees more of the as- 
phalt in all conditions. Another point 
is that it is within only a few short 
years that standards and specifications 
applying to either concrete or asphalt 


ing pavement is assured.

eat enough, seemingly, even though 
you cannot seem to put on weight. 
Eating too much, we are told on the 
best medical authority, is as bad as 
not eating enough. Eating heavy com- 
binations of proteins, fats and starches 
is hard on the digestion, Then, too, 
it is known that many people, thins 
among them who eat heavily, swal- 
low large quantities of partially mas- 
ticated foods, They wash them down 
with a beverage. They're not proper- 
ly digested and instead of building 
good rich blood, food goes into the 
intestines in a partially digested con- 
dition, where it ferments, poisoning 
the gystem. 

The mistake the average * thin 7 
makes when trying to put on a few 
pounds is to believe she must have 
meals consistently heavily, if not en- 
tirely, of the very foods, rieh and 
starchy, that the fats must avoid. 

Now our best medical men are urg- 
ing those who want to build up their 
weight te avoid eating starches and 
proteins at the same meal; to eat 
slowly, to masticate thoroughly and to 
know about food values and food com- 
binations. Sugars, for instance, while 
permitted in considerable amounts in 
a weight gaining program, must not 
bd taken to excess. Loading up with 
candy and sweets is bad. 

The important thing to know and to 
remember when you decide you're 
going to get some weight on is that 
correcting thinness is a question of 
proper digestion and assimilation. 

You young women who have come 
by your angles and your boyish forms 
unnaturally, by which I mean by fol- 
lowing diets overzealously, have only 
to turn around and put the butter 
back on the toast aguin, take a morn- 
ing cereal’ smothered in cream again 
and don't be afraid of a potato or a 
healthy supply of olive oil in your 
Salad dressing, nor of cream soups 
and good wholesome desserts. 

Aon’t Overlook Fruits. 

Thins, whether of their own make 
or otherwise, must not overlook the 
need of fruit.

Start your morning with fruit al- 
ways—orange juice, grapefruit¥ or 
stewed fruit. A bit of broiled bacon 
with soft boiled eggs is recommended. 
Not too much bread, but butter well 
what you do eat, for butter is of the 
highest food value. Butter is gener- 
ally acclaimed to be the best kind of 
food item in a weight-gaining sched: 


ule. It is easily digested and there 
is health and vigor in every pound 
of it. 

Fresh vegetables, too, you want to 
eat plentifully of. And vegetable sal- 
ads‘afford many necessary elements to 
the body. Dressings made with olive 
ofl are preferable for weight gaining. 
The ofl is a wonderful stomach con- 
ditioner and it furnishes excellent nu- 
triment. More important is the fact 
that it acts as a lubricant to the 
bowels. 

The whole point in gaining weight 
that is going to make you more high- 
ly charged with the well known S. A. 
is not to attempt to hurry the fat on 
by overeating. You have to eat 
healthfully and wisely just as over- 
weights do if they want to reach their 
goal in a state of vibrant health and

The simple old way of making an 
unsweetened juice is this: Pick Con- 
cord grapes from stems, wash and put 
on to cook in water or enough al- 
most to cover them. Bring slowly to 
a boll and when the grapes have 
turst, strain off the Juice, bottle in 
wterile bottles, pasteurize, and seal. 
No sort of grape must be cooked too 
much nor too rapidly, but only till 
skins break, in some cases, or until 
soft in others. For greater perfection 
filter the juice before pasteurizing. 


Pasteurizing Grape Juice. 

It is hardly safe to give a brief 
summary of how to pasteurize a prod- 
uct like grape juice.. You must know 
every detail. You may give all the 
nice work possible to the preparation 
and cooking of the grapes, yet the 
juice will not keep unless it is sterile 


tions, I once tried five ways of seal- 
ing grape juice and came to no final 
and secure decision, By writing to the 
home economic division of the United 
States department of agriculture one 
can get full directions for this work 
But before this division was estab- 
lished the government had a consider- 
able number of valuable farmers’ bul- 
letins for free distribution on grapes 
ith many recipes. etc.

Varying Apple Jelly. 


_ Apple juice contains a great dea! 
of pectin, and therefore we may use 
many different fruits poor in this qual- 
ity with it, and those grapes also 
which are not used by themselves for 
jellies. Last year I tried apple juice 
with that of the flame Tokays, get- 
ting a “different” apple jelly, and 
somethiliz handsome as a confection, 
or almost a bouquet for the breakfast 
table by proceeding thus: 

Use one twenty ounce pippin and 
one-half pound of flame Tokays. Cut 
the apple fine without peeling it after 
washing it, cutting out the blossom 
and stem ends and removing the 
seeds. Cook the two fruits separately 
for the greatest perfection, or put 
the apples in a.pan, add the washed 
grapes, and shake them down, barely 
cover the whole with water, cook, and 
drain off the juice. 

In making the jelly take as much 
sugar as juice, stir until the sugar 
is certainly dissolved, then cook to 
a jelly stage. With care in cook- 
ing this jelly will not be milky in the 
slightest degree. 

With two Jonathan apples instead 
of the pippin any tiny bit of cloudi- 
ness will be avoided. Or filter the 
other juice before cooking it for jelly. 

Grape Jam. 

The pulp and skins ieft from jelly- 
making may be sieved once or twice 
and used for jam or any of those 
conserves with raisins, nuts, oranges, 
or what not. Almost every woman 
has a recipe of her own for these 
or conserves, since the propor- 
tion of the different ingredients can 
vary greatly. When grape is used a 
great deal more of it than anything 
else is the pretty general] rule. Grape 
jam requires that the pulp be sieved 
several times if it is to be ideally 
smooth. 
for the jam one way to make it is to 
press the pulp out of the skins and 
put the skins with enough water to 
mix well with them, then cook till 
they are tender, then sieve. At the 
same time, heat the pulp until the 
seeds will separate readily from them 
when they are pressed through 
ander with smal] perforations. Put 
two preparations together, weigh, add 
three-fourths to an equa! weight of 
sugar, according to the acidity of the 
to a jam stage.

By pouring this from one dish to 
another to make it highly foamy, we 
may get four glasses of the foam, 
Make it by adding to the egg yolk one 
or two tablespoons of cold water and 
beating these until exceedingly light 
—you can multiply the bulk six times 
so. Beat into this gradually the 
sugar, fold in the beaten whites, and 
then the cream, and cook until] it is 
about to boil. 


Then pour in the hot grape juice 
and serve at once, pouring from one 
dish to another, as mentioned, You 
can allow this to cool and add whipped 
cream then serving it. 

Spiced Grape Juice. 

In the above we may use a ced 
grape juice, and this same Slee’ inet 
and spiced but not tened, may 
be quite as acéeptable\and \as much 
of a health drink, as sp claret 
was once supposed to be. Orange and 
lemon juice, whole cloves, a little nut- 
meg—all in proportions to taste—may 
be used. Grated orange skin which 
has stood from fifteen minutes to 
over night in a little water is one of 
the best seasonings, with a little 
orange and lemon juice besides. 

When using this the prepara 
must be carefully skimmed 
up, and the boiling in this case may 
be necessary, but in genera] it is best 
to simmer the juice with spices to 
taste until there is a blend, and no 
longer, because there seems to be

The only change 
that has been wrought is that the 
orchestra now plays more concerts, 
since its competitors is out of exist- 
ence. 


Mengelberg’s first programs. re- 
vealed the orchestra as deft and ex- 
pert as always, and brought to our at- 
tention a symphony by Bernard Wag- 
enaar, a young Dutch composer living 
in- New York, who is related to the 
more or less celebrated musician, 
Johan Wagenaar of Utrecht. This 
symphony showed a talent particularly 
adept at thinking in terms of other 
men’s compositions, yet soberly moti-: 
vated, with a fine sense of the grand | 
orchestra. That sense alone is some-| 
thing in a town that produces four 
minute sonatas and songs for voice 
and cymbals.

Whiteman’s concert was an occasion 
fer no rejoicing or-gladness. It was 
one of those “might have been” af- | 
fairs that requires a syndicated poét 
to do it full justice.

That is, these things are not impos- 
sible if science is not interrupted in 

, its present day investigations and ex- 
periments by a war mad world. To 
secure the peace necessary to accom- 
plish these changes necessitates an 
immediate change in the point of view 
of the component racial elements of 
Europe and this continent, above and 
below the equator. Nationalities must 
become fused into a union against the 
black and yellow races to make sure 
that safety without which the present 
explorations into the sources of power 
and life cannot go on. 

* 
Our Future Predicted. 

Whither these investigations may 
lead is most interestingly predicted by 
Mr. Gibbs. Also, how they may be 
interrupted and brought to naught is 
described. It is an intensely in- 
teresting study of the day after to- 
morrow as seen in the many lights of 
today and cannot fail to evoke in any 
reader, however light minded, many 
thoughts, many hopes and quite as 
many fears, If the information con- 
tained in this little volume, and the 
conclusions drawn by the author 
could be instilled into the miinds of 
some one or two hundred million mor- 
tals it might make a great difference 
in the arrival or postponement of the 
much heralded millennium. Either the 
sun of a hundred and fifty years 
hence will shine on a beautiful race of 
men and women, much larger in 
stature than even the tallest of today, 
@ race that will fill the heavens as it 
plays hide and seek with the clouds 
in gold and silver airplanes, or of us 
Caucasians nothing will be left but 
some ill-interred bones in the scrap 
heaps of a desolate earth. 

Lightly as 1 may seem to treat Mr. 
Gibbs’ book, it is not because it isn’t 
well worth reading by all thoughtful 
people. It is addressed, not to the 
learned, but to the layman and so is 
writ in our language and is easy to 
read and hard to lay down until it 
reaches its final paragraph. One 
phrase I venture to quote: 

“ The world is waiting for a spiritual 
understanding of these material 
powers, and cannot afford to wait very 
long.”’

White Oaks Attacked. 

And speaking of these monarchs of 
the forest bfings to mind some infor- 
mation given me lately by that expert 
in gardening and forestry, Mrs. Tiffany 
Blake, which I will pass on to any one 
who has oaks, especially white oaks. 
She got it from the agriculture depart- 
ment of the University of Illinois, so 
it is pretty authoritative, For the last 
two yesrs or so there has been a 
disease attacking white oaks and syca- 
mores in Illinois. I think it came from 
the east, where there have been lately 
several serious tree pests or epidemics 
which in some places have destroyed 
entire torests of oak and other trees, 
This particular blight is called an- 
thracnose, a name that sounds like 
the dread malady anthrax, known to 
man and beast. . 

This tree disease will, in the course 
of time, kill the tree attacked, not im- 
mediately, but slowly, and after two 
or three seasons, in which it returns. 
Climatic conditions control it some- 
what, a dry summer diminishing it, 
while it flourishes in a wet season. 
The disease appears with the new, 
young and tender leaves, and moisture 
and shade augment it. It is not quite 
ascertained whether certain sprays 
cure the trees or not. They have been 
tried with what seems like good effect. 
The disease is too new hereabouts to 
be sure. 

Our white oaks are among our finest 
trees and anything that threatens them 
is in the nature of a catastrophe. 
Here’s hoping next summer is a dry 
and sunny one. e

It consisted originally of. 
a squarish donjon, and was called Dun 
Robin after Robert, the earl of Suth- 
erland, who built it about 1275. Con- 
siderable additions in the ancient style 
were made about 1856. At this time, 
on the side i.cxt the sea, apartments 
were prepared for Queen Victoria, but 
she did not go there to occupy them 
until 1872. | 
‘Scene of a Murder. 

‘The grandfather of the present duke 
built the railway from Golspie to 
Helmsdale, where a ruined castie was 
the scene of the murder of John, elev- 
enth earl of Sutherland, in 1567. This 
nobleman accompanied Mary Queen of 
Scots to France in August, .1550. A 
dozen years later, on being charged 
with complicity ir. the Huntly rebel- 
lion, he was obliged to give up his 
titles and estates. 

A few years later the ban was 
raised. He happened to be visiting 
Helmsdale castle when his hostess, 
Whose only child was not far removed 
from the earldom, decided to destroy 
the obstacles to her son’s accession 
by putting some poison in their ale 
at supper. The earl's son, having 
been detained at a hunting party, ar- 
rived late; his father, suspecting that 
lie himself had been poisoned, forbade 
hig son to eat the supper which 
had been kept for him. The earl and 
countess returned to Dunrobin, where 
they both died five days later. 

Their kinswoman who did the poi- 
was sentenced to death, but 
eeaped execution by’ killing herself 
fa Edinburgh prison. 

The earls of Sutherland were cre- 
Si dukes in 1833.. On the visit of 
George TV. to Scotland in 1822, the 
fight of carrying sceptre before the 
king was vested in the earl of Suth 


The fourth duke married the daugh- 
i of the fourth earl of Rosslyn, and 
she in. now the wife of Lieut. Col. 
George Ernest Hawes, and has a home 
i Paris. Her oldest son is the pres- 
mt duke, and.her second son, Alas- 
tair of the Royal Horse Guards, mar- 
ried in 1918 Elizabeth Demarest, 
daughter of Warren Gardener Demar- 
et of New York. She became a 
Widow in 1921, and her daughter Eliza- 
beth Millicent is in line to succeed to 
the earldom of Sutherland.

Posters Many Lands. 

The International Poster exhibi- 
tion at the Art institute, an exhibition 
of posters brought together as a re- 
sult pf a world-wide search for posters 
to the Chicago 1933 
Fair, has bec6me something of @ con- 
troversy. It can be looked at in so 
many lights! The last words in post- 
ers, it surely is not. Yet there are 
points. There are excellent challenges 
here and there. 

The chief reason for its being, how- 
ever, lies in the fact that it has creat- 
ed talk of the fair and interest in the 
fair, and is continuing sp to do. From 
Palestine, Germany, France and Great 
Britain, as well as from every state 
in the Union, there have come posters. 
The knowledge of the fair must be 
widespread. The prize award, pos- 
sibly, did not bring the greatest talent 
into competition,/ but they aroused a 
great many lesser talents. Some of 
the big painters responded; names 
are given us which are prominent in 
Europe and at home. Still, there does 
not lie its greatest importance. 


This contest, and others like it 
which may spring into being later, is 
of most importance in rousing many 
people to a consciousnes of the actual 
fact of the fair. If your child in 
school works on a poster illustrative of 
the fair, the fair will be, for a while 
anyway, a big factor in his thought 
and speech. So it.was not only to get 
posters that the competition was ar-. 
ranged. It was also intended to create 
talk.

Two Ottstanding Pioneers. 


While the pioneers who have made 
possible the remarkable ‘growth of 
Lake View are numerous, there are 
two who are outstanding—Patrick F. 
Haynes and John Heim. 

Mr. Haynes, one of the oldest resi- 
dents in the community, is still active 
in his real estate business at 3514 
Southport avenue. He was prominent 
in early politics, serving As one of the 
two aldermen of the Seventh ward 
when Lake View was atown. He also 
competed for the mayoralty, but was 
defeated by a small margin by Wil- 
liam Boldenweck. Later, after Lake 
View was annexed to Chicago, Mr. 
Haynes served two terms as alderman 
of one of the redistricted wards. 

It was largely through the pioneer 
realtor’s efforts that the street car 
transfer system was adopted in Lake 
View, as he headed a committee which 
visited the traction company and in- 
duced them to give the transfer sys-

Last Week’s Answers. 


Quotation—Jn the name of the people 
of Illinois, | command peace. 
Answer—This was spoken during 
the Haymarket riot in Chicago on 
May 4, 1886. On that evening an 
anarchist meeting was held in Hay- 
market square at Randolph and Des 
Plaines streets. The crowd had 
vathered at the mouth of an alley 
about 350 feet north of the Des Plaines 
street police station. It was part of 
the plot that as soon as the police 
moved from that station it was to be 
blown up. 

August Spies, Albert Parson, Samuel 
Fielden, and Michael Schwab were 
among the anarchist leaders. Fielden 
was speaking and the crowd was at 
the highest pitch of excitement. when 
eix companies of police appeared on 
the scene. Inspector John Bonfield 
led his men to the edge of the crowd 
and called: “‘ In the name of the people 
of Illinois, I command peace.” Fielden 
replied: ‘We are peaceable.” This was 
the signal for the throwing of a bomb 
and Rudolph Schnaubelt threw it. 

Nearly 100 went down in the’ ex- 
rlosion. Eight policemen were fatally 
wounded and about 70 were injured. 
instead of fleeing, however, the poltce- 
men stood their ground and poured in 
a destructive fire on their assailants. 
Never before in the history of muni- 
cipality police: was such heroism 
shown.—William Caldwell Jr., 6915 
Eggleston avenue, Chicago.

WAR DEAD TO BE 
UNVEILED NOV. 11 


Monument Erected by 
Service Club. 


Armistice day has been selected as 
the time for the dedication of the 
monument in memory of the world 
war dead, which has been erected by 
the Tenth Congressional District Serv- 
fce Men’s club, at the intersection of 
Clark street and Ashland avenue. 
The ceremony, starting at 10 o’clock 


in the morning, will include a parade 
in which club members, school chil- 
dren, war veterans and members of 
the R,.

LOW WAVE BAND 


Not Enough Wave Lengths 
to Go Around. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 13—/)— 
With the political campaigns and the 
new allocation of stations holding 
the radio spotlight, the fight of com- 
mercial enterprises for the valuable 
short waves has attracted relatively 
‘slight public interest, 

Radidb men and government observ- 
ers, However, declare that the scram- 
ble for these assignments and the 
threatened battle betwe@n the land 
wire companies arfd the radio concerns 
for the communication business in the 
United States is of major public com- | 
mercial import. 

Having heard arguments of rival 
applicants for point to point radio 
service in the United States, the radio 
commission plans to get the recom- 
mendations of engineers preparatory 
to formulating a policy in the assign- 
ment of these channels: 

With the supply of wave-lengths 
insufficient to meet all of the requests, 
the commission says priority of claims 
must be determined on the basis of 
greatest public service. 

Because of the shortage of wave- 
lengths, the commission heretofore 
has been reluctant to assign radio 
channels for communication purposes 
where wire facilities are available. 
Some time ago the Radio Manufactur- 
érs association recommended to the 
commission that radio be used only 
for those services where wire com- 
munication is impracticable or im- 
possible. 

Three rival companies now seek per- 
mission to establish networks or radio 
telegraph stations handling public 
messages in competition with the wire 
systems of the country. Representa- 
tives of the Radio Corporation of 
America, one of the applicants, main- 
tain that the service they propose 
would be clearly in the interest of the 
public. They claftm that the Radio 
Corporation’s competition in the trans- 
oceanic field resulted in the first re. 
duction in cable rates in 38 years. 

The other applicants are the Mackay 
Radio and Telegraph company and the 
Universal Wireless Communications 
company, a new corporation formed at 
Buffalo. The Mackay concern contends 
that it is better equipped to serve the 
public because of its connection with 
an established land wire system, the 
Postal Telegraph company.

1854 Still Lives 
in Peaceful South Side Park

The legend of this sign at Cottage 
Grove avenue and 34th street stirs the 
interest of many a passer-by in the 
picturesque little park protected by its 
tall iron fence and forbidding words. 
| But their interest is aroused even 
more when they stand at the entrance 
to Groveland park watching quiet folk 
entering and leaving the old houses 


on both sides of the road, paying no 
attention to signs or iron palings. 
There is no one there to refuse them 
entrance or accuse them of trespass- 
ing because in reality they are not. 
The sign is one of the landmarks of 
old Chicago, put there by the founders 
of the park some 60 or 70 years ago, 
and everybody is welcome - pass 
through today. 


Bought by Stephen 

Until 1854 the site belonged to the 
Indians who had lived and fished on 
this shore of Lake Michigan. Hun- 
dreds of them had settled on the terri- 
tory between 26th and. 43d streets 
along the lake and west to State 
Street. In 1854 Stephen A. Douglas 
bought the ground from the redskins 
and did what all modern realtors love 
tou do—subdivide. 

In the same year when that states- 
man was unjustly criticized all over 


the country as the instigator of the’ 


popular sovereignty doctrine,” and of 
the congressional movement to repea! 
the Missouri e¢ompromise, three parks 
and one of the largest umiversities of 
the country were being erected in his 
honor on the shores of Lake Michigan. 
It was Stephen A. Douglas who gave 
the first plot of ground for the orig- 
inal site of the Chicago university on 
the northwest corner of 34th street 
and Cottage Grove avenue. 


Three Parks Are Formed. 


The land east of that popular thor- 
oughfare was divided into three sep- 
irate parks: Groveland, Woodland and 
Douglas. Lots in the first two were 
sold, and it wasn’t long before many 
of the most influential families in 
Chicago who wished to avoid the heav- 
ily populated neighborhoods of that 
time moved to the quiet parks “out 
in the suburbs.” Many homes were 
built along the winding cinder paths 
that run through the park, and with 
the large carriages, the uniformed 
footmen, and the beautiful rose gar- 
dens, the scene presented a pretty 
picture during the closing days of the 
civil war. 

Many of these homes still remain to 
recall the history of that period.

The first work to be started is a gi- 
gantic pumping station at Pershing 
road and Racine avenue, to be three 
times the sizé of the East Pershing 
road station, and the largest of ‘its 
kind in the world. This alone will 
cost $5,000,000. Contracts for the ma- 
chinery are to be let immediately, 
since it all must be of special speciti- 
vations. 
The network of sewers, which will 
be 30 feet underground, will lead out 
from the station, carry off the over- 
flow, and ‘relieve the present city lines. 


Main Line in Morgan Street. 


One main line is to run out Morgan 
street to 72d. A branch will lead off 
at 50th street and run east to Ellis 
avenue, south on Ellis and Kimbark 
to Marquette road, and pick up the 
lake front intercepter at Marquette 
toad and Stony Island avenue. At 72d 
street the main sewer runs east to 
Indiana avenue and meets the pro- 
posed city line, cutting off the area 
now tributary to the south end pump- 
ing station. 
Other lines are to be constructed on 
South Park way from 104th to 90th 
street and east to Cottage Grove ave- 
nue, and on Colfax avenue from 79th 
street to 90th street, relieving the 
Calumet pumping station. 

Two Years to Complete. 
The’ entire project, it is estimated, 
| will take two years to complete. This 
is considered to be record time for 
such a large undertaking, but, accord- 
ing to sanitary district engineers, is 
wholly feasible and possible.

| Quotation—ZIn the name of the people 
of Illinois, I command peace. 

Answer—This was spoken during 
the Haymarket riot in Chicago on 
May 4, 1886. On that evening an 
aumarchist meeting was held in -Hay- 
inarket square at Randolph and Des 
Plaines streets. The crowd had 
vathered at the mouth of an alley 
xbout 350 feet north of the Des Plaines 
street police station. It was part of 
the plot that as soon as the police 
moved from that station it was to be 
biown up. 


August Spies, Albert Parson, Samuel 
Fielden, and Michael Schwab were 
among the anarchist leaders. Fieldén 
Was speaking and the crowd was at 
the highest pitch of excitement when 
fix companies of police appeared om 
the scene. Inspector John Bonfield

led his men to the edge of the crowd 
and called: “In the name of the people 
of Illinois, I command peace.’’ Fielden 
replied: “ We are peaceable.’’ This was 
the signal for the throwing of a bomb 
and Rudolph Schnaubelt threw it.

riosion. Eight policemen were fatally 
wounded and about 70 were injured. 
instead of fleeing, however, the police- 
men stood their ground and poured in 
a destructive fire on their assailants.

NOTE—Newspaper accounts of the Hay. 
r.arket riot differ as to who actually said 
the words quoted above. They are generally 
edited, however, to Capt. Billy Ward, next 
in command to Bonfield. Qapt. Ward is 
ecmetimes quoted as saying: ‘“‘In the name 
of the state of Llinois I command you to 
immediately and peaceably disperse.'’ Spies. 
Parsons, Adolph Fischer, George Engel, and 
Louis Lingg were sentenced to the gallows 
in the trial that followed the riot. Lingg 
committed suicide in his cell and the other 
fo were hanged. Fielden, Schwab and 
Osear Neebe were sent to prison but were 
later pardoned by Gov. Altgeld. Schnaubelt. 
the bomb thrower, escaped and died in 
Honduras.

Here’s Log of Their Cruise 
_ on Destroyer Putnam. 


! Back to the old grind after a two 
weeks’ jaunt, a jaunt to them, even 
though it entailed much hard labor, 
members of the Chicago contingent of 
naval reserves, drawn from all sec- 
tions of the city, are still recalling to 
cach other details of their trip aboard 
the destroyer U. 8.

There was a wild shriek of the 
ship’s siren. Four bells were rung. 
' And the boat started to back slowly 
out into the center of the Delaware 
iriver. The Chicago contingent of 
‘naval reserves—three officers, . two 
petty officers and forty-five seamen 
and firemen—were off on their two 
‘weeks’ cruise along the Atlantic sea- 
board—two weeks aboard the de- 
stroyer Putnam, shoulder to shoulder 
with” the officers and men of the 
United States navy. 
| Jt was 2 o'clock of a recent bright 
afternoon. A brisk breeze sprang up 
as the ship started steaming down the 
middle of the river channel. The sun 
glinted on the shining blue water and 
the ship glided steadily, gaining speed 
as it went, through lovely green farm- 
land on either side of the river. 


Great Adventure Is On. 


League island navy yard faded in 
the distance. The ship’s engines were 
churning, and there was a steady 
pumping sound. The adventure was 
‘on. It was interesting and exciting. 
The men fell to the work about the 
decks and down in the engine room 
with the regular ship’s men. The em- 
bryo officers stood watch with the 
regular officers to whose watch they 
had been assigned. 

All this is a part of Uncle Sam's 
regular program of national defense. 
Each year such a contingent of Chi- 
cago men and similar contingents of 
men from cities all over the country 
are given an opportunity to obtain 
two weeks’ training aboard regular 
ships of the United States navy. They 
learn to fight on American ships of 
war and, should an emergency arise, 
they will form the backbone of Amer- 
ica’s naval forces. 

The Putnam is one of those grey- 
hounds of the sea which were s0 es- 
sential during the world war for con- 
voy service and in fighting the deadly 
German submarine. Often and often 
did one of Uncle Sam's greyhounds 
drop an ‘“ashcan,” or depth bomb, 
down on undersea craft and then all 
that was left of the submarine and its 
crew was a big spot of oil on the ‘sur- 
face of the sea. 


A Graveyard of nin 

As we churned along down the Dela- 
ware in the late afternoon there came 
in sight the Hog Island navy yard, 
a vivid reminder of the war days of 
ten years ago. It was at Hog Island 
that many ships for warfare were 
built. A ship a day was launched 
there then. Now it is a dead place 
and looks like sbme dusty ruin. Along 
the wharves fifty or sixty ships are 
lashed together, rotting away. . They 
have been red-leaded to preserve them, 
but ft is of little use. There they 
lie, useless and forsaken, like doomed 
ships, the barnacles eating at their 
hulls. 

Near the rail as we steamed past 
that sad, deserted place stood an old 
salt and one of the Chicago neophytes. 
The old salt pointed towards Hog is- 
land.

You remember that picture and 
all that scandal about Jack working 
in overalls and forgetting to take off 
his patent leather pumps before the 
picture was taken?

Bound for New York. 


Early Friday morning we put out 
to sea again and it was at once ap-| 
parent to the men that a new destina- 
tion was. in store for them. The ship 
turned southward and steamed in that 
direction until late afternoon when 
we turned towards shore again. Soon 
we passed Ambrose light and not long 
after that “ The Lady,’ as sailors call 
the Statue of Liberty, hove in sight 
and we knew we were bound for New 
York. 

This comprised the first week of the 
cruise, and the second was in most 
respects a duplicate of it. As the 
Putnam steamed out to sea again on 
Monday morning she dipped flags in 
salute with the Leviathan, which was 
ocming in to dock. 

The Chicago officers and men found 
Commander C. H. Maddox a kindly 
and solicitous captain. Commander 
Maddox left the Annapolis naval acad- 
emy more than 23 years ago, and he 
has sailed the seas ever since.

slight public interest. 

Radio men and government observ- 
ers, however, declare that the scram- 
ble for these assignments and Yhe 
threatened battle between the land 


wire companies and the radio concerns 
for the communication business in the 
United States is of major publie com- 
,mercial import. 

| Having heard arguments of rival! 
applicants for point to point radio 
jservice in the United States, the radio 
commission plans to get the recom- 
mendations of engineers preparatory 
to formulating a policy in the assign- 
ment of these channels. 

With the supply of wave-lengths 
insufficient to meet all of the requests, 
the commission says priority of claims 
must be determined on the basis of 
greatest public service. 

Because of the shortage of wave- 
lengths, the commission heretofore 
has been reluctant to assign radio 
channels for communication -purposes 
where wire facilities are available.
